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PREFACE. 



On the 11th Jiily, 1800, the House of Commons presented to 
the King an address, in which, after mentioning that seventy 
years had elapsed since the last general Parliamentary inquiry 
into the subject of the custody and preservation of the Public 
Becords, they besought His Majesty to give directions for the 
better care and arrangement of those documents, and for the 
printing of some of them. Agreeably with the desire above 
-expressed, the King appointed a Commission to inquire, and to 
take needful action, and to report their proceedings yearly by 
Lady Day. 

• 

In 1808 the Commissioners gave orders for the printing of 
certain ancient records known as the *' Himdred Eolls;" and 
these were subsequently published in two large volumes, of 
which the first was printed in 1812 and the second in 1818. 

As appears from the Introduction to these publications, the 
'' Hundred Bolls" contain certain inquisitions taken in pursuance 
of a Special Commission issued by Edward I. in the second year 
of his reign. For a few counties no "Hundred Bolls" had been 
discovered. To supply the gap the Commissioners published for all 
the counties ** Extracts" made by authority from the original 
inquisitions, and coeval with the inquisitions themselves — which 
extracts were still extant. In the case of Buckinghamshire were 
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added, as coyeiing similar ground, the answers to the Articles of 
Inquiry in the ** Iter " or ** Eyre " of 39, Henry III. It should be 
mentioned that the Justice in Eyre used to inquire respecting the 
profitable tenures of the King, the assets, that is, of the Boyal estates, 
as well as of frauds and oppressions committed by the Sheriffs and 
other Crown Officers. They, therefore, issued to the Hundredors 
sundry **Oapitula itineris" — a sort of catechism on the subject of 
local administration and royal dues. (Bracton, 1. 2, fo. 116-117.) 

During the reign of Henry m. great abuses had grown 
up, alike in derogation of the rights of the Sovereign through 
the usurpations and encroachments of great feudal or eccleciastical 
magnates, and to the prejudice of the subject from similar 
causes, or from the exactions of escheators, bailifPs, and others. 

When Edward I. succeeded to the Throne, the Iter, which 
was held septennially, was not due for several years ; hence the 
Special Commission to which we owe the Hundred Bolls. 

The articles of inquiry of general applicability are stated to 
have been thirty-five in number. Besides these were twelve 
additional articles adapted to special local circumstances. When 
the Commissioners had reported, ^* Extracts" were made from 
the Bolls of the Inquisitions for the guidance of the Exchequer 
Court. 

The evidence was taken on the oaths of a jury for each 
Hundred and Town. It set out the estates, perquisites, 
emoluments, and jurisdictions of the Crown. It shewed the 
losses which had been sustained owing to subinfeudations and 
alienations in frankalmoign, to subtraction of dues, and to the 
malpractices of great lords and defaulting officers. 
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On tliis evidence was founded Chapter I. of the Statute of 
Gloucester; and when the **Iter" took place, the famous writs 
of quo warranto began to fly about, and with notable effect. 
The Judges were furnished with the Hundred Bolls, and the 
jurors who acted in the business of the Circuit were in many 
cases the same as those who had made the returns to the 
Special Inquisition. Evil doers were, therefore, put in a tight 
place; and it was not every feudal oppressor and lordHng who 
could make the proud and defiant answer which was hurled by 
Earl de Warene at his accusers or judges as his ^'Betum to the 
Writ." Amongst other grandees, the old Chronicle tells us, this 
Earl was summoned before the King's Justices, and was made 
to declare what warrant he had for his tenure. For reply he 
fetched out an old and rusty sword, and, quoth he, ''There, 
my Lords, there you see my warrant. My forefathers came 
over with William the Bastard, and got their estates with the 
sword, and with the sword I will hold the same against all 
comers. The King didn't conquer this country by himself, but 
our ancestors were helpers and partakers with him." 

Besides the Statute of Gloucester, many of the provisions 
of the Statute of Westminster were levelled at offences disclosed 
by the Hundred Bolls, and after 6 Edward I., new Articles of 
Inquiry were addressed by the Circuit Judges to the Hundredors. 
These Articles were known as the "Nova Capitula" 

Other Bolls, bearing the same name, date from a later 
period of the reign of Edward I. (7 and 8 Edw. I.) by virtue 
of a Special Commission issued 12 Mar., Anno Septimo. Of 
these, only the Bolls for Beds., Bucks., Cambs , Himts., and 
Ozon, are extant. They were on the Collection of Escuage, and 
Hidage or Tallage. 
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In the pages which follow will be found a transcript of the 
original Hundred Bolls of the second year of Edward I., so far 
as the same relate to the district called Lothingland, in the 
County of SulEolk, and of the ^' Extracts " made therefrom at 
the same period, together with a translation, in either case due 
to the pen of the late Lord John Hervej. It was probably his 
intention to reproduce and translate the Eolls and Extracts for 
the whole of the County, but the work was left incomplete, and 
it would seem that the part of it which is now given to the 
public had not received his final corrections as regards either 
the Latin text or the English version of it.

LoTHiNGLAND. — John of Ashby, Nicholas of Fritton,* William 
of Yarmoutli, William Assheman,^ John of Bel ton, and Eobert 
Manekyn having been sworn under the first article, which is 
** How many and what manors the Eng hath in demesne," &c„ and 
also under fiiat article, which is ** What manors used to be," &c. 

Say that the manor of Lothin gland used to be in the hands of 
the King, father of our lord the King that now is, and of his 
ancestors, the which manor Devorgille de Balliol now holds for 
£70 sterling by demise of the same King Henry until some other 
shall have been given her by our lord the King, in exchange 
for her share, which came to her by inheritance, in the County of 
Chester. There are, then, in the same manor two townships, 
Gorleston and Lowestoft, which are called King's demesne, in 
which King Henry and his ancestors had several tenements in 
demesne, to wit, 66 acres of land in Gorleston and 73 acres of land 
in Lowestoft, the which acres Warner del Enganye by writ of the 
aforesaid King Henry entered in an * Extent,' to wit, the acre at 6d., 
whereof by the same * Extent ' Alexander of the Church held from 
the lord King 3 acres of land.

Also they say that William Reynald holds a certain piece of 
marsh of about 2 acres in the same township by annual service of 
Id. by a demise, which Roger Fitz Osbert, then bailiff of Lothingland, 
made to Henry Reynald, father of the said William. 

Also they say that the aforesaid Kiog Henry and his ancestors 
had in the haid township of Lowestoft 1 piece of the heath, which 
is called Hulteshill, which Roger de Colville holds in severally, 
and he does for it no service. 

Also they say that the aforesaid King Henry and his ancestors 
had in his demesne in the said township a certain wood of about 

9 acres, which John Bonde now holds by the annual service of 

10 shillings by demise from Richard, now bailiff of Lothingland. 

Also they say that in the aforesaid township of Lowestoft there 
is a certain meadow of about 2 acres, which is called the King's 
meadow, and is worth by the year half-a-mark, and that the 
meadow remains to the use of the bailiff of Lothingland. 

Also the aforesaid King Henry and his ancestors in the 
aforesaid township of Gorleston used to have in their demesne 
a certain marsh, which is called Mickle-Marsh, which Walter 
Assheman now holds for 8 marks and a haK a year by demise 
from the bailiff of Lothinglnnd. 

Also they say that John Bacun and Sabina his mother hold a 
certain marsh in Gorleston, which used to be King's demesne land, 
at 4 marks a year by demise from the bailiffs of Lothingland before 
John de Balliol and Dervorgille his wife had received the manor 
of Lothingland from the lord (King), and the said marsh is called 
XJbbe-Marsh. 

Also they say that Edward Charles holds a certain marsh in 
the same township, which used to be King's demesne land, and is 
called Stonhere, at 20 shillings a year by demise, which the bailiff of 
Lothingland made to Charles of Yarmouth, grandfather of the 
said Edward, before the King had demised to John de Balliol and 
Dervorgille his wife the manor of Lothingland. 

Also they say that the aforesaid Edward holds a certain marsh 
in the same township, part of the lord King's demesne, which is 
called Buterdish, at 4d. a year by demise, which the bailiff of 
Lothingland made to William Charles, and before the manor 
came into the hands of the aforesaid John and Dervorgille. 

Also the aforesaid Edward holds a certain marsh in Gorleston, 
which is called Fulholm, by hereditary succession, by an annual 
service of 1 shillings, to be paid to the lord King.

Also they say that the aforesaid King Henry and his ancestors 
used to have in their demesne in Gorleston a certain meadow of about 
6 acres, the which meadow the bailiif of Lothingland retains 
sometimes for his own uses, and when let at other times it is 
demised for 10 shillings a year. 

Also they say that in the township of Gbrleston King John, 
grandfather of our lord the King that now is, had in his demesne 
a certain tenement, which is called Aldefreche, whereof the Prior of 
Smithfield now holds 12 acres, but they know not by what warrant. 
Walter Assheman now holds 12 acres by demise from Adam of 
Newton and Thomas his brother. 

Also they say that in the aforesaid township of Gtorleston 
12 score and 18 acres of land used to be held in viUenage 
of the aforesaid King Henry and his ancestors, whereof Ealph 
Eoger held 1 messuage of 12 acres, with a certain toft; Richard 
son of Anand 1 messuage of 12 acres, with a toft; Thomas 
Woolmer 1 messuage of 1 2 acres, with a toft ; WiUiam son of 
Hanilda of Enges and his co-heirs 1 messuage of 12 acres, with a 
toft ; Ralph Woolmer and his co-heirs 1 messuage of 4 acres and a half

They say that threepence of annual rent are subtracted by 
Henry Thussi from the socage fee which he held of the lord King 
for now eight years past. 

Also they say that f ourpence of rent are subtracted for now 
4 years past by John son of William of Enges from a certain 
tenement in Beston, which the said John holds by gift of his 
father. 

Also they say that, by Walter of the Minster and Thomas de 
Horsey, from a gersumary socage fee which belonged to Wfdter 
the Smith in Gorton is subtracted a certain service, to wit that of 
collecting the lord King's farm. 

Also they say that Henry of Hobland for now 1 5 years past 
has subtracted a certain custom, to wit of carrying the rod and 
collecting the lord King's farm, and making summonses and 
attachments, the which custom has regard to the tenement which 
he holds in Lothingland. 



In like manner enquiry is made about the farms of the 
hundred, &c. Also how many hundreds, &c. 

They say, like as was said before, that Devorgille de Balliol 
holds the half hundred of Lothingland for 70 pounds by demise 
of King Henry, father of the now lord King, in exchange for her 
share, which comes to her by inheritance, of the County of Chester ; 
and the aforesaid half hundred of Lothingland is valued at 
four score pounds, and would be worth ten pounds more if it had 
liberty of the water and of other things which it had in the time 
of Kmg John and in the time of King Henry, when the manor of 
Lothingland was in the hands of the said Kings, ancestors of the 
now lord King, and the which water the burgesses of Qreat 
Yarmouth have held in occupation by the act of one Boger Fitz 
Osbert, who held that manor to farm in the time of the {foresaid 
King Henry. 



What others also from the King claim to have return, &c. 

They say that in the time when the halt hundred of Lothingland 
was in the hands of the ancestors of the now lord King there were 
held pleas '^ De vetito namio " in the Court of Lothingland, which 
now are not holden therein. 

Also they say that two towns in the manor of Lothingland, 
namely, Gorleston and Lowestoft, which are called the Demesne of 
the lord King, have free warren, and so used to have from of old 
time.

Also they say that Henry of Caldecott, Knight, hath in the 
town of Belton a market during Monday in each week. Also he 
hath free warren in his holdings in Fritton and Belton, and this by 
charter of King Henry, father of the now lord King. 

Also they say that Boger Fitz Osbert hath a market during 
Wednesday in each week, and free warren in his holdings 
in Flixton and Somerleyton, and this by charters of the aforesaid 
King Henry, father of the now lord King. 

Also they say that Robert of Loudham hath free warren 
in his holdings in the town of Herringfleet, and this by charter 
of the aioresaid King Henry, father of the now lord King. 



Concerning those who have liberties through the Kings of 
England, &c. 

They say that the burgesses of Geat Yarmouth now exercise 
their liberty which they have from the ancestors of the now lord 
King otherwise than they ought to do, in this that goods and 
chattels of their neighbours coming to their port they take and 
detain for debts due to them without the judgment of any Court, 
when their said neighbours are not the principal debtors nor 
pledges for them.

father of the now lord King, when Boger Fitz Osbert held the 
manor to farm. Now the said bailiffs of Great Yarmouth take 
custom of ships and nets from the marshes, viz., Stonere, 
Fulholm, Buterdish, which are upon the demesne of the lord 
King in Lothingland.

Also concerning all encroachments, &c. 

They say that the tenants of Little Yarmouth after Devorgille 
de Balliol had received the manor of Lothingland made an 
encroachment upon the market of the lord King at Gorleston by 
narrowing the market area on all sides to the extent of 30 feet, by 
the construction of houses upon it, and this to the damage of the 
lord King and of his tenants. 

Also they say that John Bonde made a certain encroachment of 
1 acre of marsh in Gbrleston and a certain other encroachment of 
1 acre of pasture in the same town, which he holds to his own 
separate use, doing no service for the same yearly to the lord King, 
in the which acres the villan tenants of the lord King at Gorleston 
use to common with their beasts and their sheep, and which 
encroachments the said John made in the time when he was bailiff 
of the aforesaid Devorgille therein.

How many and what manors, &c. 

They say that the manor of Lothingland was in the hand of 
the lord Henry the last King, who gave it into the holding of John 
de Baliol and Dervorgile his wife for the share which came hy 
inheritance to the said Dervorgile of the County of Chester. And 
besides that the said lord Kino^ had in the townships of Gorleston and 
Lowestoft, which belong to the aforesaid manor, several tenements 
which were entered in an * extent ' by Warin Engayne by writ of 
the said King, the which tenements divers tenants hold by the said 
' extent,' whereof the lord King takes an annual rent for the same 
as is contained in the inquisitions. 

Also the prior of Saint Bartholomew's of Smithfield holds in 
Oorleston 1 2 acres of land of the land which was in the hand of 
King John, they know not by what warrant. And Walter Ashman 
holds of the said land 1 2 acres by demise of Adam of Newton and 
his brother Thomas. 

Also Costin of Norwich and Estrilda his wife held of the 
aforesaid King Heniy 35 acres in villeinage, which they now hold 
by the free service of 15s. a year by demise of the aforesaid John 
and Dervorgile. 

Also the township of Burgh in Lothingland was formerly in 
the hand of the late King Henry for a certain time, and the said 
King at a later time gave it by his charter to the Prior and Monks 
of Bromholm, saving nevertheless to the King and his heirs the 
advowson of the church of the said town, which at a later time he 
gave to the Prior and Canons of Herringileet.

And Richard of the Church [held] 1 socage fee for 3 s. a year, 
whereof Walter of the Church [holdsj 1 messuage and 6 acres of 
land for the same service, and others hold the residue from him. 

And Patrick of Blundeston [held] 1 socage fee for 28. 8Jd. a 
year, all which was sold to divers persons, who do the same 
service, and from him the church of Blundeston is in possession 
of 3 acres. 

And Thomas Comyn [held] 1 socage fee for 19d. a year, whereof 
Hugh the Sailor, for the portion which he holds therein, does the 
said service, and others hold the residue from him. 

And Stephen Burgreve [held] 1 socage fee for 14d. a year, 
all which was sold to divers persons, who hold it for the same 
service. 

And Robert son of Seman [held] 1 socage fee for 1 3d. a year, 
whereof Richard le Prior holds 1 messuage and 2 acres of land for 
the same service, and others hold the residue from him.

Concerning the lands also of the tenants of ancient demesne 

of the Crown, &c.

They say that of the land in villenage belonging to the lord 

King in Gorliston, several hold a great part by demise of Ralph 

Radger, Richard Fullalove, Thomas Wohner, Andrew Fullalove, 

Nicholas of Belton, and divers others, after the lord King had 

conferred the manor of Lothingland with the appurtenancies upon 

the aforesaid John of Balliol and Dervorgille his wife, as doth 

more fully appear in the inquisitions. 

Also Robert of Enges holds 1 garden, part of the land which 

was Robert Holy's, which land Robert held of the King for 4d. a 

year. Richard of Carlton [holds] 1 rood, John Bonde 1 rood, and 

they do no service for the same. 

Concerning the ancient suits and customs, &c. 

They say that Henry CufPy took away 3(1. of annual rent which 
he owes yearly to the lord King for a certain socage fee which he 
holds of the lord King, for now 8 years past. 

Also John son of William de Enges holds a certain tenement 
in Reston, rendering for it to the lord King yearly fourpence, which 
sum was withdrawn from the rent four years past. 

Also Henry of Hobland subtracted a certain customary service 
which he owes to the King for a tenement which he holds of the 
lord King in Lothingland, namely, of cariying the rod and collecting 
the farm of the lord King, and making attachments and summonses 
these 15 years past. 

Concerning the farms of hundreds, &c. 

They say that John of Balliol and Dervorgille his wife hold the 
half-hundred of Lothingland for £70 by demise of the lord King 
Henry, father of the now King, in exchange for the share which 
came to the said DervorgiUe of the inheritance of the County 
of Chester, and the aforesaid hundred is valued at £80 a year.

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What others also claim to have from the King, return, &c. 

They say that the Prior of Bromhohn has wreck of the sea, 
view of franck pledge, and free warren in the town of Burgh, in 
the manor of Lothingland, by what warrant they know not. 



Who, moreover, have anew appropriated, &c. 

They say that the burgesses of Great Yarmouth appropriated 
to themselves in the time of the lord King Henry, fal3ier of the 
King now, the water which is divided between the counties of 
Norfolk and Suffolk, and of which water the moiety belonged to 
the manor of Lothingland, to the damage of the King and of his 
manor aforesaid £10 a year. And they take customs of ships and 
nets from the marshes, to wit, Stonere, Fulholm, Buterdish, which 
are part of the King's demesne of Lothingland. 



Concerning encroachments, &c. 

They say that the tenants of Little Yarmouth after Dervorgille 
of Balliol received the said manor, made encroachment upon the 
lord King's market of Q-orleston, narrowing it on all sides by the 
construction of houses. 

Also John Bonde made encroachment on 1 acre of pasture in 
G-orleston and on 1 acre of marsh, and holds it to his separate use, 
and he does no service to the lord King for it. 

And Eichard Assheman, William de la Mere, and Saer of 
Q-apton made encroachment upon the Common of Q-orleston, which 
is the King's demesne, of 4 perches in breadth and 30 feet in 
length. 

Also Henry of Fritton apipropriated to his own use half a rood 
of land from the King's highway, which William of Weston and 
Aveline his wife now hold. 

Also Hobert Q-ahidrut made a certain encroachment of half a rood 
of land in Fritton upon the King's highway, which Thomas Payne 
now holds. 

Also Henry of Hobland made an encroachment in Hobland 
upon the King's highway of 30 perches in length and 8 feet in 
breadth. 

Also Warin Blenche made a certain encroachment in Little 
Yarmouth, where the * trebuchet ' of the lord King in Lothingland 
used to be, which the son of Isolde now holds.

Also the Prior of Norwich holds to his own use the church of 
Hopton — ^the gift of which formerly belonged to the King— by 
what warrant they know not. 

Concerning Sheriffs taking rewards, &c. 

They say that John Bonde, bailiff of Lothingland, six years 
agone took from Thomas the Tailor, arrested for homicide, ISs. for 
affording him aid, and Heniy Asshman, his clerk, took from said 
[Thomas] for same cause 48. and a mule worth 4s. 

Also Roger de Colville, while he was Sheriff, took from Henry 
of Hobland and William of Enges, appealed against for the death 
of a man, 408. that they might be restored to frank pledge. 

Also Hichard de Foxton, now Bailiff, took from divers indited 
persons money that they might be restored to frank pledge. 

And the said Richard took from Gj-alfrey of Nokedam half a marc 
on account of the receipt of com sheaves furtively carried away by 
night. And from John Cruke 48., because he lay with violence 
with Sybil Galle. 

Who shall have received the King's commands that they should 
pay his debts, &c. 

They say that Roger de Colville, while he was Sheriff, by 
precept of the lord Henry, the last King, took to the use of the 
said King from several of the County malt, herring, and other 
victuals, all which by the said King's precept he ought to have 
restored to them, and he did not restore them, and did not pay 
anything for them, as appears in the inquisitions. 

Who by the power of their o£Q.ce, &c. 

They say that John Bonde, while he was bailiff, took by power 
of his office from Simon of Dunston half a marc and from Adam 
of Denton 3^d. of yearly rent, so that he should afford him aid 
about his son Adam, arrested for the death of Henry Kempe. 

Who shall have received the debts of the lord King, &c. 

They say that the said John and Henry Assheman his clerk 
received from Galfrey le Poor and others who were amerced at 
the last circuit 100s. and more of the King's debts, for which they 
gave them no acquittance.

They say that the aforesaid John and Henry took money for 
withdrawing * recognitors ' from the inquisitions, as appears in 
the inquisitions. 

Also they say that by Master William de la Comere, sent as 
commissioner by the King to the parts of Yarmouth, to enquire 
about the chattels of the men of Flaunders, it was provided that 
the Flemish fishermen, without whom the fair at Yarmouth would 
perish, might come to Yarmouth in the fishing season to catch 
and sell fresh herring, so that the hosts of these men of Flaunders 
should take from each last of fresh herring to the lord King's use 
beyond the custom of the fair 2s. From whom the said Master 
William received as the particulars show £7 28. 4d. 
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
